The installation of the synchro* 
phone for the presentation of ‘‘The 
King of Kings’ this week at the 
Majestic Theatre climaxing the de­ 
velopment <*f the picture show Hum- 
ness in < omanche, calls to mind a 
hit of interesting history concerning 
the development of that industry in 
Comanche as told by 
Hoy Pope, 
veteran operator, who has followed 
that trade 26 out of the 35 years 
since picture shows began to operate : 
on a commercial basis in this coun- • 
try. 
According 
to 
motion 
picture 
salesmen, Mr. Pope is not only re­ 
garded as one of the most efficient 
men in his business, but enjoys a 
length ol service surpassed by bot 
few men in his profession. 
According to old timers, picture I 
shows made their first appearance ] 
in 
Comanche 
in 
connection 
with 
Punch and Judy Shows and were 
known as Magic lanterns and were 
generally shown under canvass or 
at the school 
housC 
’»y traveling 
how men. 
The 
first 
moving 
picture 
show 
Mr. Pope retnemberes seeing in Co­ 
manche was in 1901 when a travel­ 
ing showman rented a box car on 
the Frisco Railway track in which 
to operate his machine, placing his 
canvass on the railway reservation 
where the crowds gathered in the 
open air to watch the show*. Mr. 
Pope, who was a mere lad at the 
time came with his mother every 
night during the week the show 
was in operation and resolved to 
♦ nter the 
facinating 
business 
as 
soon as he grew old enough. 
Two years later, Mr. Pope's op­ 
portunity came, when in 1903, Bud 
Rhone and Sol Engram came over 
from 
Brown wood 
and opened the 
first permanent show in Comanche, 
locating in a building on the lot 
where the Economy Store now oper­ 
ates/ Vtw building which was later 
destroyed by fire was a one story 
structure with a basement and had 
formerly been occupied by a saloon. 
The equipment was crude, instead of 
the 
two 
modem 
$3000 
machines 
which are now in use, a $75 machine 
was screwed onto a goods box and 
the films were wound on and off 
¿У Roy, hy hand, who became chief 
•operator the second week, the show 
ran 
after 
having 
b e e n 
hired

sweep out the first week, during 
which time he spent his spare time 
learning the trade. 
Nearly all the pictures were one 
ix*cl at that time and the crowd 
had to amuse themselves as best 
they could for several minutes be­ 
tween 
each 
picture 
while 
Roy 
changed the reels. At the end of the 
show, Roy would find his goods box 
full of films and his job next morn­ 
ing would be to rewind them. 
Once in a while a feature show 
would he put on and the whole town 
would turn out when it was an- 
r.ounced that a three reel pictute 
would be shown. Most of the plays 
at that time 
were comedies 
or 
western stories, featuring г-uch ac­ 
tors as John Bunny and the veteran 
William S. Hart. A feature of the 
shows at that time was illustrated 
songs when some local lady would 
sing the love songs of those days 
.as the slides were shown ^ on ^he 
canvass, 
being 
accompanied 
by 
piano 
music. 
Among

ladies who used to delight the aud­ 
iences very often were Miss Alice 
Warren and Miss Elma Carroll who !

The romantic pictures of the love 
story type had not yet made their 
appearance, according to Mr. I ope, 
and it was about ten years before 
the serials were introduced and the 
million dollar feature plays such as 
the 15 reel “Wings” had not yet 
been thought of. 
One of the largest crowds ever to 
attend a show in the early days 
was in 1912 when the "Sinking of 
the Titanic” was shown, hundreds 
of people coming from points as 
distant as Dublin and Brownwood, 
a string of buggies »nd wagons be­ 
ing lined up from the 
Majestic, 
which was then located back of Bud 
Bishop's, to the Methodist Church. 
The picture show proved popular 
in Comanche from the start an<I 
drew large crowds, but instead of 
the modern way of news paper ad­ 
vertising to let the people know the 
program, the owner had a large 
horn and before each show would 
get out on the streets and announce 
it in a loud voice. Many people still
